To Buy Milk In 
Original Bottle 
Beginning Monday 
Misses Annie and Ida Reigle Before Farm-Yard 
Which They Supervise in Heal Man-Like Fashion 


Beginning Monday, Gettysburg res­ 
taurants and hotels arui other public 
eating nLaces will be* compelled to 
serve milk in the original containers 
under provisions of a milk bill passed 
hy tho 1925 legislature. 
James Foust, director of the bureau 
of foods, said the law applied only to 
hotels, 
restaurants, 
lunch 
rooms, 
fountains and dining rooms 
where 
milk is seived for drinking purposes. 
It does not apply, he said, to milk 
purchased in bulk for cooking pur­ 
poses nor does it apply to cream, 
skimmed 
milk or buttermilk sold by 
the glass from bulk when they comply 
with other pure food laws. 
All Gettysburg merchants who are 
affected by the new law are reported 
to be ready to comply with the new 
ruling.

Harrisburg.—‘Blue glass bulbs have 
no advantage over white bulb's for use 
in automobile headlamps the bureau 
of motor vehicles of* the state de­ 
partment of highways declared today 
in response to numerous 
inquiries 
which tho officials said have been re­ 
ceived as to the legality of the blue 
bulbs. 
The blue bulbs are rated 21 candle- 
power, the amount required by law, 
the bureau sand. 
The blue in the 
glass, it explained, absorbs some of 
the red and yellow rays given off by 
the filament ami therefore reduces the 
candle power. 
“To obtain the required candle pow­ 
er it is necessary to build the bulbs 
with 32 candle power filaments and 
the result is a greater load on the 
battery,” the bureau said. 
No type of bulb excels in the fog, 
the officials declared. 
Blue bulbs as 
well as white will glare Unless prop­ 
erly focused and the lamps correctly 
rimmed so that the main beam of light 
is on a level with the centers of the 
headlamps and is no higher than 42 
inches above the level highway 75 
feet ahead of the motor vehicles.

KIDNAPPED BODY FOUND 
Oslo, Norway, May 23.—Tin* Ship­ 
ping Gazette reports 
that weather 
conditions for Captain Roald Amund­ 
sen's polar flight continue very favor­ 
able and that there is every hope of 
the expedition returning safely.

The earlier she lays the quicker and 
longer she pays, says the Bhip Valley 
Creamery Institute in urging Penn­ 
sylvania poultry raisers to push pul­ 
lets to early maturity. 
Experiments 
show that the more rapidly a pullet 
comes into egg production the great 
or the number of eggs she will lay 
the first year. 
The widespread belief that early 
laying stunts the body growth of the 
pullet is not borne out by tests, ex­ 
cept in the case of a few individuals, 
according to the Institute. Data com­ 
piled recently shows that White Leg­ 
horn pullets which matured in leas 
than six months laid ICH eggs dur­ 
ing their first laying 
year, 
while 
pullets 
requiring 
seven 
or 
eight 
months to mature laid only 146 eggs. 
Pullets taking IO months to mature 
were even slower in egg production, 
the eggs laid totalling only 03. 
Use More Iron 
Early maturity of pullets may be 
hastened by the feeding of mineral 
elements including the little-known 
and less-used iron, th© Institute states. 
The use of a mixture of one pound 
of sulphate of iron with one ounce of 
sulphuric acid in two g.illons of water 
will generally result in unusual de­ 
velopment 
in 
the 
growing 
stock. 
These should be mixed in an earthen­ 
ware jar. thoroughly shaken and al­ 
lowed to stand for a day or two. Be­ 
fore using it should be stirred and a 


‘Try New Plan In 
Trout Raising

Pix.-Sportsmen 
in 
this section of Pennsylvania are much 
interested in an experiment ip trout 
raising to be tried at the Texas and 
Blockhouse Fish and Game Club on 
Little Pin© ('reek near here. The club 
is to receive 1041,000 young fish from 
the White Sulphur, W. Va., hatcheries 
of the United State;; Bureau of Fish­ 
eries for distribution. 
Under the plant, the trout will be 
“planted” in pools and “troughs” on 
the property of the club during the 
second stage of their growth, which 
Will be for a period of about six 
months. 
Tho fish to be received will 
measure from one to one and one- 
h«df inches in length and when ready 
for distribution will be from three 
to four inches long. 
At the end 
of the six 
months 
period, half of the trout in the pools 
and troughs of the club will be re­ 
tained for release in streams within 
the club’s preserves while the other 
half will be distributed by the govern­ 
ment in open streams throughout this 
part of the state. 
The new plan relieves the crowded 
condition at the Bureau of Fisheries 
hatcheries which can be operated at 
full capacity. 
At the same time it 
permits the trout to attain a 
size 
which will make them better fitted to 
adapt themselves immediately to their 
life in the open streams. 
It is be­ 
lieved that fully 95 per cent of the 
three to four-inch trout will survive 
the “planting” in open streams. 
This is the first time the plan has 
been 
tried 
with 
trout. 
Similar 
projects have proved successful in the 
mid-west but have been restricted to 
bass.
